The antics of Sydney Olympic in diverting 
the blame for calling off the match against 
Newcastle KB United besmirches the name 
of a great club. 

Here we had the club pointing to Ashfield 
Council as the culprits and then, from all 
reports, admitting that they themselves 
were at fault. 

There is quite a deal of football experi- 
ence around the Olympic camp — more than 
sufficient to provide sound advice and avoid 
this sort of caper. 

Where in the world would any club get 
away with such a performance? 

Whether there were good reasons or not 
— and we say not — Newcastle club was not 
even told that the game had been called off 
until the Saturday night. 

The moment word was out of the “post- 
ponement”, people closely connected with 
the game sensed that something was 
wrong. 


Pratten Park was quite playable under 
heavy conditions for the Canberra Arrows 
game, just as it had been on the previous 
Saturday. There had also been two days of 
drying winds and blue skies leading up to 
the Sunday in question. 

Marconi, who claimed deferment of their 
game in Newcastle on Saturday, were on 
completely firm ground. 

With four players overseas and three un- 
able to front, they reluctantly claimed their 
right under the regulations. 

But even in this case the NSL must come 
to grips with a bigger problem. They cannot 
ciose shop if they are to supply football to a 
sporting public which lives in a highly com- 
petitive atmosphere.

Had Olympic not been called in to play 
Newcastle on Saturday, the code would 
have been a laughing stock. KB had a big 
vromotion featuring Mike Channon in addi- 
fion to television cover that is generally 
missing apart from 0/28’s sound, bu 
raphically limited, cover in major cities. 

Newcastle would have been without a 
home game from May 22 to June 26. How 
can any club which Is largely dependent on 
its gate receipts stay in operation on that 
basis. 

Olympic must learn the hard way that the 
show must go on.
